THE B.M.A. AND THE GENERAL 
PRACTITIONER 


Part of the “ works” of the British Medical Association 
was very well revealed at the meeting of the General 
Practice Committee on May 10, under the chairmanship 
of Dr. J. W. Bone, when one special subcommittee after 
another reported the useful work that it had been doing 
behind the scenes in the smaller committee rooms. Even 
the standing committees of the Association, to a large 
extent, only receive and approve, or sometimes send back, 
what has been the subject of careful consideration and 
drafting by a very small group appointed for the purpose. 
Thus on this occasion there were reports from subcom- 
mittees dealing with such subjects as first-aid training for 
persons employed in factories, the conditions of service 
of prison medical officers, and the evidence to be submitted 
to the Royal Commission on Workmen's Compensation. 
Apart from an agenda of about twenty items, the number 
of separate documents placed before each commitice 
member totalled fifteen. 

Dr. Wand reported on two meetings of the Industrial 
Medical Officers Subcommittee, of which he is chairman. 
This subcommittee has prepared a memorandum on first- 
aid training of persons employed in factories, and it is to 
be recommended to Council that the document be 
approved for publication as an Association “ grey book.” 
Dr. Wand said that this was the first attempt by an 
organized body to do something about the first-aid training 
of factory employees, and it was the intention that people 
engaged in industry, especially employers of labour, should 
be encouraged to read this document and to follow the 
matters arising out of it. The subcommittee was authorized 
to proceed with the compilation of a manual of supple- 
mentary first-aid training, and for this purpose to confer 
with the British Red Cross Society, the St. John Ambu- 
Jance Brigade, and other appropriate organizations, and, 
further, to prepare a publication dealing with the first-aid 
treatment of cases of industrial poisoning. Imperial 
Chemical Industries has signified its willingness to co- 
operate with the Association in this last respect, and 
conference is to take place with the medical officers of 
that body.- The subcommittee was congratulated on a 
very useful piece of work. 

On the conditions of service of prison medical officers 
Dr. Snell reported for his subcommittee that although, 
as the result of a memorandum drawn up three years 
ago, an improvement was brought about in the salaries of

prison medical officers, their pension basis was still un- 
satisfactory. In recent years these officers have been com- 
pelled more or less to retire at 60, and as they cannot 
enter the service much before 30, and the pension is calcu- 
lated at one-eightieth of the annual salary for each year 
of service, it is obvious that they can seldom retire on a 
pension equal to half their salary. It is true that certain 
non-medical officers of prisons retire at 55, but they are 
in a better position in respect of counting years for 
pension. The subcommittee has assisted in the prepara- 
tion of a new memorandum which it is believed the officers 
will present themselves. 

With regard to workmen's compensation, Dr. West- 
Watson reported on three meetings of his subcommittee, 
which has been considering the preparation of evidence 
in favour of the State control of workmen's compensation, 
with particular reference to the desirability of the establish- 
ment of a system of State insurance for the purpose of 
meeting financial liabilities. The office is now drafting the 
evidence, which will be again considered by the sub- 
committee. 

Fecs for Examining Recruits 


A question which proved unexpectedly thorny was 
that of fees for the medical examination of recruits to 
the Territorial Army. It will be remembered that at the 
last Council meeting, when it was suggested that the 
appropriate fee for the medical examination of recruits 
to the R.A.F.V.R. (Balloon Barrage Section) should be 
not less than 10s. 6d., Dr. Wattsford pointed out the un- 
desirability of any differentiation between the fee for this 
examination and that for examining recruits for other 
reserves, such as, particularly, the Territorial Army. Dr. 
Wattsford appeared by invitation before the committee 
and further elaborated his argument. His desire was that 
no one branch of these forces should become, by reason 
of the fees paid for examining recruits, more attractive 
than any other. The position is complicated by the fact 
that many Territorial medical officers examine recruits 
for no fee at all, as part of their periodical attendance at 
drills ; although technically entitled to a small fee they 
customarily waive it, so that the money goes into Terri- 
torial Association funds. The committee felt that it must 
concern itself only with the civil practitioner, who was 
often called upon to examine a recruit without the routine 
assistance which is provided for the officer, and a motion 
was agreed to that during the present emergency a fee of 
not less than 5s. should be paid for any medical examina- 
tion of a recruit to the forces when such examination was 
carried out by a civil medical practitioner. It was decided 
to send this to the service authorities if the Council 
approved. 

Another report which was brought forward was from a 
joint subcommittee of the General Practice and Insurance 
Acts Committees set up to consider a scheme which the 
Westminster and Holborn Division had submitted for the 
organization of medical services for the civil population 
in time of national emergency. The scheme was for a 
whole-time salaried medical service to include compul- 
sorily all medical practitioners in all branches of medical 
practice, the service to be under central control, and the 
doctors to carry out their normal civil medical work at 
the first-aid posts (made bomb-proof) of their area, which 
for the duration of the emergency would become medical 
centres. It was the view of the subcommittee (with 
which the General Practice Committee and, on the follow- 
ing day, the Insurance Acts Committee concurred) that 
although the scheme was a valuable and well-thought-out 
contribution to a difficult problem, the solution which it 
proposed would not in fact be in the general interests of 
the community, and in any case could not be generally 
applied throughout the country. Moreover, it was under- 
stood that those who had brought forward the scheme 
were not entirely aware of the Association’s own national 
scheme in its various details, and on receiving such infor- 
mation were reassured and prepared not to press their 
local scheme. It was agreed to report in this sense to the 
Central Emergency Committee. 


** Drunk in Charge” 


An analysis had been prepared to show the action taken 
by Divisions to implement the resolution of the last Annuz! 
Representative Meeting whereby, when a practitioner js 
called in by the police to examine and report on a person 
in charge of a motor vehicle who is alleged to be under 
the influence of drink, the fee should be not less than 
one guinea if the examination is in the daytime, or one 
and a half guineas if it is at night, together with a mileage 
fee. The inquiry showed that in an encouraging number 
of areas the B.M.A. scale was accepted, and in others the 
special arrangements were such that no action was neces- 
sary, but there were still many areas in which action cither 
had not been taken or had so far proved ineflective. 
Incidentally, attention was drawn to one area, said not to 
be an isolated example, where half a guinea was paid if 
no conviction resulted, and 2} guineas (day) and 3, 
guineas (night) if there was a conviction. It was under- 
stood that the Division was taking action. The principle, 
of course, Was condemned as a thoroughly bad one. 

Although primarily a Hospital Committee matter. the 
question of the Hospital Saving Association scheme. so 
keenly debated at Plymouth last July, came before the 
General Practice Committee for comment. The scheme 
was said at the Annual Representative Meeting to have 
hindered the normal development of private practice and 
of the Public Medical Service. and the Council was asked 
to review the whole question regarding contributory 
schemes. It was stated to the committee that the Counc! 
was watching the position in London, where the scheme 
operates, and that as a result of the issue by the 
Hospital Saving Association at the Council's suggestion 
of a letter to hospitals setting out its policy, and of the in- 
Structions which it has repeated to its group secretaries, 
it was hoped that the position would show considerable 
improvement. The revised Hospital Policy, which will in 
due time be placed before the Representative Body. wil! 
be the occasion of a further attempt to convince hospitals 
and their staffs and those concerned with contributory 
schemes of the advisability, in the interests of the public 
as well as of the medical profession, of the Association's 
attitude in deprecating unnecessary resort to hospitals of 
patients who can equally well be treated by private 
practitioners. 


Assurance for Doctors 


Instruments 


Reports appearing daily in the Press emphasize the in- 
creasing risk of losses of instruments and medica! 
appliances by theft from doctors’ cars. The Doctors 
Special Motor Policy obtainable through the Medical In- 
surance Agency caters for such losses by incorporating 
a clause whereby under a Comprehensive Policy cover is 
granted to a maximum of £25 with a limit of £10 any one 
article. This policy as a rule meets the needs of the 
general practitioner and probably the majority of medical 
men, but in the case of surgeons and other specialists with 
particularly valuable instruments and appliances the in- 
surance thus provided is inadequate, and, of course. it 
relates only to fire and theft. A special policy has there- 
fore been designed and underwritten at Lloyds, which 
gives all risks cover—that is to say, it covers fire, burglary. 
theft, and larceny risks, and accidental damage (excluding 
damage while the appliances are actually in use) and 
transit insurance—at the extremely reasonable premium 
of £1 per cent. on the value, with a minimum premium 
of £1. It has in the past been very difficult to obtain 
quotations for policies concerning doctors’ instruments on 
these lines, and it is only the anticipation of a growing 
demand for such a policy that has led to special arrange- 
ments being made for the protection of the practitioner at 
a very moderate premium, 
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Insurance Medical Service 


Alteration in Terms of Service 


The draft of amending regulations to come into force on 
July 1 has been published. The alterations which are of 
interest to practitioners are as follows: 


1. Acceptance on a doctor's list may be signified on the 
form of application for a medical card (Form Med. 50) as 
an alternative to the signing of the medical card by a practi- 
uoner or his partner, assistant, or deputy. 

2. An amendment of Clause 8 (3) of the terms of service 
exiends to fourteen days the period after labour which is not 
covered by an insurance practitioner's contract, and brings 
the clause into line with the new definition of the “ lying-in 
period ~ under the Midwives Act. 

3. Insurance committees are given a discretion, where cause 
js shown, to extend to one month the period within which 
an insured person may claim a refund of a fee paid to a 
practitioner in the absence of proof of title to medical benefit. 

4. An addition to the list of authorized appliances is made 
t\ the addition of the words ~ catheters, rubber suprapubic, 
and rubber shields for use therewith,” and in the list of 
chemical reagents the word “qualitative” is added after 
“ Benedict's solution.” 

Dispensing Capitation Fee 

The Minister. after considering the representations made 
to him by the Insurance Acts Committee of the B.M.A., 
has agreed to increase the capitation fee payable to 
medical practitioners in respect of drugs and prescribed 
appliances supplied by them from 2s. 3d. to 2s, 6d. with 
effect frem January 1, 1939. 


Emergency Controller for London Insurance Committee 


The London Insurance Committee at its last meeting dis- 
cussed the conduct of business in a national emergency. 
It was decided that in view of the possible difficulty of 
calling together the whole committee under emergency 
conditions the functions of the committee under the 
National Health Insurance Acts should, in the event of 
war, be vested in a controller and an emergency com- 
mittee of three persons. It was further decided that 
Mr. A. E. Kennedy should be appointed controller, and 
that the committee should consist of Dr. E. A. Gregg, 
Mr. H. Lesser, and Mr. A. R. Melhuish. 


Approved Societies’ Records in an Emergency 


The Minisier of Health has sent a circular to approved 
societies pointing out that the schemes of national health 
insurance and contributory pensions will continue to 
operate in the event of an emergency and drawing their 
attention to certain general considerations which they 
should bear in mind in arranging for the preservation of 
their records. They are informed that they need not 
incur the expense of duplicating their membership con- 
tribution and benefit records. Generally societies have 
some form of local record in addition to their central 
ones, and steps have been taken to safeguard the records 


PROTECTION OF PRACTICES: MIDDLESEX 
SCHEME 


The Local Emergency Committee for Middlesex has now com- 
pleted its consideration of the scheme for the protection of 
practices of Middlesex general practitioners during a national 
emergency. Copies of this scheme will be issued to all prac- 
titioners within the next few days, and a mass meeting will 
be held on Sunday, June 4, at 3 p.m., in the Great Hall, 
B.M.A. House, Tavistock Square, W.C.1, to give final approval 
to the scheme. 


General Council of Medical Education 
and Registration 


SUMMER SESSION 


The 149th session of the General Medical Council opened 
at 44, Hallam Street, W.1, on Tuesday, May 23, Sir 
NORMAN WALKER, President, in the chair, 


NEW MEMBER 


Mr. Ronald Bramble Green, F.R.C.S., took his seat as 
representative of the University of Durham for the term 
of five years from May 16 in the place of the late Sir 
Robert Bolam. He was introduced by Professor Stopford. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


Sir NORMAN WALKER then delivered his address from 
the chair. 
Sir Robert Bolam 


He said: We meet to-day under the shadow of a very 
heavy loss. Sir Robert Bolam was elected a direct repre- 
sentative for England in 1920. In 1928 he resigned, but 
returned to us without a break as the representative of the 
University of Durham. He soon made his mark on the 
Council. He made no long speeches, but everything he 
said was worth listening to. He was elected a member 
of the Executive Committee in 1926, and of the Penal 
Cases Committee in 1928, and his colleagues on these 
committees will agree that there was no more useful 
member. As Chairman of Business, to which office he 
was appointed in 1932, he found himself in a very con- 
genial post. His mind was orderly, and most of the 
improvements in our standing orders in recent years 
emanated from his fertile brain. I think I was probably 
Bolam’s oldest friend on the Council. Ata meeting of the 
British Medical Association held in Newcastle in 1893, a 
young dermatologist from Edinburgh read a paper on 
rodent ulcer which was illustrated by lantern slides, and 
the lantern was very efficiently worked by an enthusiastic 
student, R. A. Bolam. As the years went by the friend- 
ship then initiated grew closer and closer. No one could 
have wished a more loyal friend and counsellor, and no 
President has ever had a better Chairman of Business. 
We welcome to-day, as his successor in the representa- 
tion of the University, Mr. Ronald Bramble Green, 
F.R.C.S., professor of anatomy and dean of the School of 
Medicine. 

Two of our former members have also passed away. 
Sir Hugh Beevor represented the Society of Apothecaries 
of London from 1900 to 1910. He was a member of the 
Executive and Penal Cases Committees, and for nearly the 
whole period of his service he was chairman of the 
Students Registration Committee, whose duties were trans- 
ferred to the Education Committee in 1923. Several years 
ago he abandoned medical practice and retired to his 
native county, where he died at the age of 80 on February 
24. He became an authority on arboriculture, a subject 
in which he had long taken an interest. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Charles Thomas Samman, who died on May 17, 
represented the Society here from 1929 to 1932. It did 
not fall to his lot to serve on our committees, but he was 
a congenial colleague who brought to our deliberations a 
knowledge of the law, and in particular of the practice of 
coroners’ courts, 

We will all agree in congratulating Dr. Dain, whose 
constituents have paid him the compliment of an un- 
opposed return to the Council as a direct representative 
for a further term. We shall miss from the ranks of the 
direct representatives at this session Mr. Bishop Harman, 
who is recovering from an accident, 
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The Business of the Council 


The Medical Register for 1939 shows that on Decem- 
ber 31, 1938, the number of names in the Register was 
61,420, an increase of 1,257 on the preceding year. The 
new names include 330 added to the Colonial or Foreign 
Lists of the Register in 1938. The new method of com- 
piling the Students Register only came into operation 
on September 1, 1938, and the first Register in the new 
form is therefore not due for publication until August. 
The Council are already aware that we have received 
valuable co-operation from the deans of medical schools 
in the work of compilation, and I think we may expect 
that the Register will in future be more complete than 
it has sometimes been in the past. 


I shall not trespass on the domain of the treasurers 
further than to congratulate them on the substantial 
surplus of income over expenditure for 1938 of £3,433. 
In his address to the Courcil thirty-one years ago Sir 
Donald MacAlister referred to the financial position of 
the Council. He said that: 


“ For the year 1903 the excess of the Council’s expenditure 
over its income was £2,165. For the seven years’ period then 
completed the average annual deficit was £1,645. In 1904 the 
deficit fell to £218, though the income also declined. In 1905, 
for the first time in ten years, there was a surplus, amounting 
to £907. In 1906 there was again a surplus, which, but for 
the extraordinary expenditure due to the general election of 
direct representatives, would have amounted to £910. In 1907 
... the surplus is £1,095. ... Our income is practically 
stationary: the improvement in our position is due to 
economy, perhaps 1 might say parsimony, on the side of 
expenditure.” 


I am in a position to make a more cheerful statement. 
We cannot claim to be as eloquent as some of our prede- 
cessors, but we may claim to be more business-like. In 
my contribution to Lady MacAlister’s biography of her 
husband I mentioned that in 1891-1900 the average length 
of the two sessions of the year was 14.3 days, in 1901-10 
12.2, in 1911-20 9.8, and in 1921-30 9.5. In 1931-8 it 
was slightly over nine days ; and for the last ten years the 
average surplus of our income over our expenditure has 
amounted to over £1,300 a year. Nothing has contributed 
so much to this satisfactory result as the readiness of the 
Council of to-day to work overtime. Some of the duties 
which are imposed upon us by the Medical Acts are, how- 
ever, expensive to discharge, and of such duties that of 
maintaining and raising the standard of qualification 
required for duly qualified practitioners is one of the most 
important. The procedure laid down by the Acts is the 
systematic inspection and visitation of final and other 
examinations held by the Licensing Bodies, and it will 
shortly be the business of the Education and Examination 
Committees, acting in conjunction, to consider whether the 
time has come to make arrangements for a new cycle of 
inspections of the final examinations to begin in 1940. 
Members will recollect that two previous cycles began in 
1920 and in 1930. 


Medical Education Over-seas 


The administration of Part If of the Medical Act, 1886, 
which, so far as it falls within the province of the Council, 
has from the first been delegated to the Executive Com- 
mittee, is a part of the business of the committee which 
constantly increases in complexity and importance. I have 
on many occasions thought it desirable to supplement the 
formal reports which the committee are required to make 
from time to time to the Council under this head by less 


formal, but perhaps more informative, statements in 


addresses from the chair; and another such occasion 
arises now. At their meeting yesterday the Executive 
Committee had before them a report by Professor Stuart 
McDonald, whose authority to speak on questions of 
medical education is well known here, on an informal visit 
to the University of New Zealand which he paid early in 


the year in response to a cordial invitation from the autho- 
rities of the University. New Zealand, as | reminded you 
in November, 1937, took the lead in establishing reciprocal 
relations with us under Part IL of the Act of 1886, which 
was applied to the Dominion in 1887; and the degrees 
granted by the University have been recognized as being 
registrable here for over fifty years. The committee were 
therefore specially gratified, though not at all surprised, 
to read the favourable comments which Professor 
McDonald found it right to pass upon the courses of study 
and examinations after which the degrees are granted. 
His report will be forwarded to the University with suit- 
able acknowledgments of the gracious reception accorded 
to him on all hands. 

The Committee also received yesterday memoranda by 
Sir Richard Needham on further visitations which he has 
been so good as to make at their instance this year of 
the University of Hong Kong, the King Edward VIL 
College of Medicine, Singapore, and the University of 
Rangoon ; and a note on an informal visit which he took 
occasion to pay in passing to the Ceylon Medical College 
(where he had made a visitation in 1936-7). We have 
learned to depend for accurate and up-to-date particulars 
of the curriculum through which diplomas recognized by 
us are granted in each of these institutions upon the 
public-spirited services of our visitor. It would be pre- 
mature for me to anticipate the reports which he will 
make in due course on the two universities and on the 
College in Singapore, but | may go so far as to say at 
once that the Committee are not likely to find in them 
any ground for suggesting an interruption of the recog- 
nition which has been accorded to the degrees granted 
by the University of Hong Kong since 1913, and to the 
licence granted by the College in Singapore since 1916. 


Indian Medical Degrees 


The position in regard to degrees granted by the 
University of Rangoon is not equally clear. The Medical 
Council of India, who are entrusted with powers to 
inspect courses of study and examinations wider, or at 
least more specific, than those of the General Medical 
Council, had recognized these degrees shortly before the 
separation of Burma from India. The Executive Com- 
mittee, in the exercise of the powers delegated to them by 
the Council, have not withheld recognition from any 
qualifications granted by universities in India which the 
Medical Council of India have recognized, and in 
November, 1937, they recognized the degrees granted by 
the University of Rangoon with eflect from the date in 
1936 on which the degrees had been recognized in India. 

This decision was conveyed to the University with an 
intimation that recognition was accorded, in the words 
of the Act, “ for the time being,” and that its continuance 
would be dependent upon the nature of the report 
received by the Committee from Sir Richard Needham on 
the visitation which has now been made. It is, I think, 
already apparent from his memorandum that this reserva- 
tion was well advised. Further discussion of the special 
problems of medical education in Burma must be undertaken 
in the light of the report which will be made to the Com- 
mittee before it can be determined whether the degrees 
fulfil the statutory condition prescribed for recognition— 
namely, that they furnish a sufficient guarantee of the 
possession of the requisite knowledge and skill for the 
efficient practice of medicine, surgery, and midwifery. 


Standards of Professional Education 


It has been my fortune to have had exceptional oppor- 
tunities of observing medical education in other lands, 
first in Austria, Bohemia, and Germany, and later in 
Canada and the United States of America, to which I 
went in a semi-official capacity. Also, as a missioner 
from the Council, I twice visited, along with Sir Richard 
Needham, all the medical colleges and several of the 
much more numerous medical schools of India. I am 
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not going to make any comparisons: each country has 
methods and differences of its own. All, I think, realize 
that a sound and broad general education should be the 
basis on which medical education should be built. Our 
early minutes show that our predecessors laid emphasis 
on this point, and advised that steps should be taken in 
that direction long before they were actually accomplished. 
The General Medical Council was constituted, as stated 
in the preamble to the Act of 1858, for the purpose of 
enabling the public to distinguish between qualified and 
unqualified practitioners, and Parliament thus laid on 
the Council the duty of determining what a qualified 
practitioner should be. No country has reached per- 
fection, but no one whose name has been for over fifty 
years on the Medical Register will question that the 
practitioners placed on the Register to-day are infinitely 
better qualified than those of his time. 

In my address in November last I referred to certain 
impending problems in connexion with the working of 
Part IL of the Medical Act, 1886, and indicated that it 
was important that proposals for the alteration of any 
Jocal law relating to medical practice in Dominions or parts 
of Dominions with which we have reciprocal relations 
should be communicated to us before legislative effect 
was given to them. This suggestion was made too late, 
for we learnt shortly afterwards that legislation had been 
passed both in New South Wales and in Victoria which 
appeared to prejudice the continuance of the application 
of Part IL of the Act to these States. I caused this 
information and a summary of the effect of the new 
Acts to be circulated to all the Licensing Bodies in this 
country, and asked them to give careful consideration to 
the position. Replies were received from the majority 
of the Bodies, and in February were laid before the 
Executive Committee. The Committee authorized me to 
communicate with the Dominions Office, and, after very 
full consideration of the whole matter, letters have been 
sent on behalf of the Committee to the Medical Boards 
of New South Wales and of Victoria, and to the Univer- 
sities of Sydney and of Melbourne, directing their atten- 
tion to difficulties likely to arise. 

I believe that the origin of such difficulties may be 
found in endeavours to deal with the immigration into 
the Dominions of medical practitioners who are not 
British subjects by means of legislation which purports 
to regulate the local conditions of medical practice. 

The General Medical Council have recently had occa- 
sion, especially in dealing with the registration of foreign 
dentists under the Dentists Act, 1878, to realize more 
clearly than ever that their concern is with standards of 
professional education and not with political questions ; 
and I venture to suggest that Medical Boards or Councils 
elsewhere who are responsible for medical registration 
tread on hazardous ground when they seek, by means of 
amendments of Medical Acts, to deal with matters which 
obviously fall within the general province of the Govern- 
ment of the country. 

It has been customary to end the address with an 
attempt to forecast: the length of the session in order to 
assist members in making their engagements. For this 
purpose, though by no means only for this, I was accus- 
tomed to rely upon the sagacity of the Chairman of 
Business, whose office is now vacant. You will next be 
invited to elect his successor. In the intervening moment 
let me say that I see no reason why the programme before 
us should not be dealt with so as to enable us to rise not 
later than Friday. 

A vote of thanks was accorded to the President for his 
address.

NURSES IN WAR-TIME 


At a recent meeting of the College of Nursing Dr. Eior 
said nursing staff already existed for the 200,000 hospital 
beds which it was hoped to make available for the treatment 
of casualties within the first twenty-four hours of hostilities. 
There was not nursing staff, however, for the further 100,000 
which would be available within a week. In addition a 
programme for the construction of new hutted annexes, con- 
taining about 50,000 beds, was now under way. The need for 
nursing personnel wouid thus be very acute, but the first task 
was to make the most thorough use of existing personnel. 
The War Office had undertaken to mobilize only a proportion 
of the hospitals which existed in plan as part of the mobiliza- 
tion scheme, and in return the existing hospitals would admit 
without question or distinction either civil or military casual- 
ties. There would also have to be a considerable re-location of 
staffs in accordance with the scheme whereby casualties would 
be treated not in the central hospitals of the great cities but 
further out. The Central Emergency Committee for the 
Nursing Profession was compiling a register of the skilled 
fully trained nurses not at present in practice in hospitals 
or other institutions, and arranging for the recruitment and 
enrolment of the thousands of auxiliaries. This register was 
necessary because the need for nursing personnel did not end 
with the staffing of the hospitals. There would also be some 
3,000 first-aid posts, and the ordinary peace-time services 
would have to be kept going too. Further, the need for 
these services would be greater in areas where population 
would be increased by the Government's evacuation scheme. 
There were 15,000 trained nurses known to have retired from 
active practice. At least 100,000 auxiliaries would be needed. 
A course of instruction had been laid down by the Central 
Emergency Committee, and many had already begun 
instruction.

Air Raid Casualties: Lectures in First Aid 


Sir,—I am interested to see the letter of “Pro Bono 
Publico” in the Supplement of May 13 (p. 270), and 1 
expect the challenge will be taken up by the voluntary ambu- 
lance associations. | can claim to be conversant with the 
handbook of the St. John Ambulance Brigade and to have an 
acquaintance with that of the British Red Cross Society, the 
latter being more detailed in some respects than the former. 
1 do not think, however, that there is anything omitted from 
the S.J.A.B, book which should be known by a member of 
an A.R.P. first-aid squad. If “Pro Bono Publico” will 
examine this book again | expect he will come to the same 
conclusion. 

But first aid is not a matter of textbooks. It is essentially 
a practical subject. and the first-aid squads cannot be con- 
sidered efficient unless they continually practise their craft and 
have their mistakes checked and criticized by a medical man 
who has studied the subject. Such a continued training is 
provided by the St. John Ambulance Brigade and in detach- 
ments of the B.R.C.S.. and many medical officers of these 
bodies will agree that it is not until a man has been through 
the training for a \ear or so that he is really competent to 
deal with any injury that may require treatment from him. 
His further training. however, only consists in practising the 
methods set out in his book again and again, and the more 
he practises the less he departs from the book. 

1 would suggest to “ Pro Bono Publico” and his colleagues 
who share his opinions of the first-aid courses that they should 
find an opportunity of sceing the textbook methods properly 
applied by well-trained men (or women), as they are in com- 
petitions organized by the Association or the Society ; and that 
they should then seek admission to an active unit and attend 
its weekly practices in order to improve their own methods of 
instruction and to correct the mistakes of the trainces. 
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Many medical lecturers in first aid regret that there are 
so many textbooks on the subject, each of which can be 
regarded as in some sense a standard work, but to allow 
every local authority to produce its own syllabus would only 
add to the confusion. None of us, I think, would object to 
a standard book produced by the Ministry of Health in con- 
junction with other Government Departments and the volun- 
tary organizations; but such a book must be sufficiently 
simple to be understood by the least educated of our pupils, 
and should contain practical directions rather than theoretical 
descriptions. It might well consist of two parts, the first 
giving the treatment of emergencies without a full first-aid kit, 
and the second descriptions of the use of certain first-aid 
appliances, such as Thomas's splint, the Novox respirator, and 
the Neil-Robertson stretcher. Such a book could become the 
standard for all the civilian ambulance services, and would 
serve, too, as a preliminary textbook for the training of the 
medical personnel of the armed forces. 1 do not wish to 
Suggest that any of the existing books are inadequate, but it 
is confusing for a lecturer or examiner to have to vary his 
methods according to the class he is dealing with. 

This letter is an expression of a purely personal opinion, 
and must not be taken to represent the view held by any 
of the ambulance organizations.—I am, etc.,

Group Practice 


Sir,—There is no doubt that within a certain time medical 
practitioners will be forced to adopt a different method in 
dealing with their work. We have been struck by the un- 
economic and badly planned way in which general practice 
has to be carried on, particularly in densely populated areas. 
The rents of surgeries are extremely high, and practitioners 
have to spend a greater proportion of their earnings on over- 
head charges than any other profession, except dental surgeons. 

We would like to suggest for discussion a way of tackling 
the medical practitioner's problem. It should be possible to 
pool, say, ten practices in a densely populated area, and rent 
a house where the doctors concerned could receive their 
patients and where treatment could be given more efficiently. 
A rota of doctors doing night work could be arranged and 
laboratory services be provided for. Individual practitioners 
would then be able to call their soul their own, and have 
time for reading and postgraduate work. Their economies in 
rent, heating, lighting, dispensary, and secretarial services 
would be considerable. The increased efficiency of the service 
given to patients would relieve hospital out-patient depart- 
ments, and would also be a step towards stemming the 
encroachment of hospitals on private practices. 

We should like to put forward this suggestion for a basis 
of medical practice; it is better that the medical profession 
should itself take. the initiative instead of waiting for Govern- 
ment action.—We are, etc.,

Lay Psychotherapy 


Six,—It is with considerable alarm and dismay that I note 
that the Council of the British Medical Association is pro- 
posing to draw up a series of regulations governing the practice 
of psychotherapy by lay persons and the clergy (Supplement, 
April 22, p. 205). That the Council should sponsor—even 
with what they consider safeguards—so great a departure 
from established medical practice is, in my opinion, a most 
reactionary course, and one which will merely raise anew the 
schism between mental and physical illness that we are all 
trying so much to eliminate and avoid. Persons cannot be 
trained in medical psychology alone, any more than they 
can be trained for surgery, or medicine, or gynaecology, or 
any other branch of medical work. It is essential that the 
training of the medical practitioner should be based on 


fundamental studies which form so important a part of the 
medical curriculum. Unless such a training is considered 
necessary, then it would seem that all our attempts to reform 
the medical curriculum are of no avail. To attempt to train 
people in a specialized way is a dangerous policy ; it means 
over-specialization, and inevitably will not only cause anxiety 
and upset to the trainee but will prove a source of great 
danger to everyone who is treated by that person. Frankly, 
it is impossible for me to understand the Council's attitude. 

It is related that the Council in formulating its views has 
taken evidence “from individual clergymen, Protestant and 
Catholic ; from organizations interested in the promotion of 
psychological activities by the clergy; and from a repre- 
sentative of the Institute of Psycho-Analysis.” Such sources 
of information are surely most inadequate and one-sided, 
and must inevitably give a biased view of the whole problem. 
The official bodies representing psychiatry in this country 
do not appear to have been consulted. nor have individual 
psychiatrists. Then, later, we read the astounding statement 
that medical practitioners dealing with mental disorder 
should have some knowledge of moral philosophy. It would, 
of course, be excellent if all doctors, not only psychiatrists, 
knew something of moral philosophy, and also of ethics and 
logic and other cultural subjects, but 1 would be obliged if, 
in this instance, the Council from its knowledge would point 
out the application of moral philosophy to clinical psychiatry 
in any of its bearings. Merely to have a bald statement 
without detailing its applications leaves us very high and dry. 

Further, the Council takes refuge in the view that as lay 
psychotherapists are now practising psychiatric work and are 
likely to continue to do so, therefore the medical profession 
should signify its approval and concede a period of training. 

As a teacher of psychiatry 1 feel extremely dubious regard- 
ing the position taken by the Council. Before any definite 
regulations are made a matter of this importance should be 
thoroughly thrashed out by the profession as a whole rather 
than left to a few members constituting the Council. I trust, 
therefore, that at the Annual Meeting of the Association to 
be held soon the proposals of the Council to countenance what 
1 consider such a reactionary policy will be subject to con- 
siderable criticism. I believe that these proposals will do a 
great deal to undermine the whole basis of medical training 
and practice.—I am, ete.,

Dental Service in the Navy 


Sir.—I should be grateful if you would allow me through 
your columns to contradict certain misapprehensions that may 
have been caused by the two following statements which have 
appeared recently : 


1. Postgraduate Medical Journal, April, 1939: Mr. John 

Bunyan-—-*. . . Yet in the Navy the practice of dental surgery 
beyond mere routine is practically prohibited. The rule is so 
inflexible that any surgeon who wishes to try out new ideas or 
preventive methods is definitely discouraged.” 
St. Mary's Hospital Gazette, April, 1939: “The first 
speaker was Mr. John Bunyan, a dental surgeon. who said 
that State medicine as exemplified to-day in the fighting 
Services . . . Was rotten,” 

These statements in no way coincide with my own experi- 
ence. They are in fact misleading and calculated to reflect 
discredit on all those who are privileged to hold com- 
missions as dental officers in the Royal Navy and the Royal 
Naval Volunteer Reserve. and who carry out the dental treat- 
ment of our senior service. There is no doubt that the con- 
ditions of service in the medical and dental branches of the 
Services have improved very greatly. Postgraduate facilities 
are now granted, and practitioners are free to treat their 
patients according to their dental requirements and not accord- 
ing to their purse. The dental fitness of officers and men i3 
a sufficient tribute to their work.—I am, etc.,

9 of Annual Report of Council, Recommenda- 
tion: That the Association’s membership of the Associa- 
tion Professionnelle Internationale des Médecins be dis- 
continued, 

Amendment by Mary._esone: That, in view of the 
leng association of the B.M.A. with the A.P.I.M. and of 
the recognition by the Health Committee of the League of 
Nations of the A.P.I.M. as responsibly concerned with 
medico-social questions of high importance, and of the 
desirability, more especially in existing circumstances, of 
maintaining international contacts at the present juncture, 
the B.M.A. should continue to be represented as a con- 
stituent member at the Annual Conference of the A.P.1.M. 


EMERGENCY ORGANIZATION OF THE PROFESSION 

Motion by Sr. Pancras: That (with reference to paras. 
20-31 of the Annual Report of Council) in view of the 
importance of the doctor’s work in A.R.P. and the special 
dangers to which the doctor will be exposed, the Council 
be instructed to approach the Ministry of Health with a 
request that provision should be made for pensions for 
doctors who are disabled during the performance of such 
duty and for their dependants in the event of death, and 
that such pensions be on a scale adequate to meet the 
needs of a disabled doctor or his dependants. 


REGIONAL SECRETARIES 

Motion by Exeter: That (with reference to para. 36 
of the Annual Report of Council) this meeting, realizing 
the need for guidance of medical men with special know- 
ledge upon problems of the moment, regards as desirable 
the formation of a panel of medical men interested in 
such problems, who would be sent and paid by the Asso- 
ciation to lecture at Branch and Division meetings ; that 
a Regional Secretary for Wales is probably desirable, but 
that for England speakers on individual problems would 
te more helpful. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF A FILM LIBRARY 

Motion by Exeter: That (with reference to para. 41 
of the Annual Report of Council) a committee of medical 
film censors should be appointed who would view and pass 
upon films submitted for such a library which would 
form a central bureau for scientific films available to the 
whole profession. A certain standard would thus be 
assured, and some stimulus would be provided for those 
producing such films. Such a committee should also con- 
sider some form of remuneration to those producing good 
films, the remuneration being paid out of fees received for 
film hire.
